ATLANTA, April 12.—Antimony, 
a controversial metal once used by 
Queen Jezebel as a face rouge and 
recommended by Hippocrates as 
an eye salve, has been "re-dieeov- 
ered” as the third specific of medi­ 
cine- a cure for leprosy—the Am­ 
erican Chemical Society cor' entlon 
learned today from an int®, nation­ 
ally known scientist, Dr. C. N. My­ 
ers of New York. 
The re-dlscovery of the metal 
swathed In the rom ance and legend 
of antiquity but forgotten for many 
decades, was announced today by 
Dr. Myers after four years of ex­ 
perimentation. The new therapeu­ 
tic, according to the eminent scien­ 
tist, also marks a distinct advance 
in the treatm ent of tropical and so­ 
cial diseases. 
"Antimony is as perfect a specl- 
for leprosy as quinine is for m a­ 
laria,” Dr. Myers said.

Myers* 
moderately-worded 
paper on his experiments with this 
ancient metRl, once almost lost to 
medicine when lls use was forbid­ 
den by the physicians of Paris In 
1566, was Illustrated by many lan­ 
tern slide® showing lepers before 
and after tr*vatment. 
Victims whose bodies were dis- 
figured with the ravages of th® 
dread disease were shown to have 
been entirely healed by the u s e -of 
the new preparation, **M 303.” I>r. 


Myers said several thousand Injec­ 
tions of M-303 have been given with 
out Inconvenience to clinician and 
patient.
